EATH CLOSED THE CAREER OE PUBLISHER William Randolph Hearst, 
who at eighty-eig’.it had spanned a historic era in American journal* 
ism as a writer, editor and founder of an empire comprising 17 news­ 
papers, IO magazines and wire, photo and feature services. Born in San 
Francisco in 1863, Mr. Hearst was the son of U. S. Senator George Hearst, 
and at the age of eight was photographed in a typical pose of the time. 
A pioneer in the development of news pictures. Mr. Hearst. in 1898. put 
his own camera to good use aboard his yacht during the Spanish- 


American War. In the field of art. he was renowned for the vastness and 
worth of objects he brought from Europe to his California estate, where 
he posed with his favorite dog, Helen. Mr. Hearst followed his father's 
vital interest in political affairs, was several times a candidate for high 
office, and appeared at the polls to cast his vote despite his advancing 
years. Americanism was a primary principle with tho crusading pub­ 
lisher through successive campaigns for issues like woman's suffrage 
down to that of anti-trust and anti-Communism.

What McCarthy did was to offer to reveal the names of 
a recently discussed batch of alleged pro-Communists, from his 
office and free of Senatorial immunity, on one condition only— 
that the press services would promise ahead of time to use the 
story. 
This the press services and individual reporters simply don’t 
dare do. It isn’t solely a matter of courage. The fact is that the 
moment they did so, they would become jointly liable along with 
McC arthy for slander suits. The C'ommunists and fellow-travel­ 
lers have worked this racket for all it is worth. They have huge 
funds and a big staff of lawyers on tap, and they could sue the 
papeis and associations for way up in the millions of dollars. 
It isn’t McC arthy, therefore, but the newspapers, who are 
responsible for relying on Senatorial immunity. Once the names 
are read into the official record of Congress, then the story is 
“protected” against libel suits. 
Why did McCarthy ask that the services promise ahead of 
time to use the nam es> hor this reason: if he gave out the names 
to the reporters, and they did not use them, then he solely and 
individually would become the target of the libel suits— without 
having accomplished a single thing I 
Incidentally, while the press associations and reporters 
piously iejected the idea of committing themselves ahead of 
time, as though this was unusual and unfair, actually it is not at 
all unusual for such promises to be made, as anyone even slightly 
experienced with newspaper work is fully aware. 
I he American people ought to be just a bit more concerned 
over this episode than they appear to be. The smear-McCarthy 
drive has reached proportions where it is stultifying the integrity 
of the American press. 
lf a war hero is to be systematically lied about, and the facts 
systematically suppressed, then neither freedom of speech nor 
Ame rican fair play can be said to be alive and in operation today.
